Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Over the last few years, 
the General Assembly has 
rededicated its efforts to in¬ 
crease government transpar¬ 
ency here in Kentucky. We 
have routinely been rec¬ 
ognized for having one of 
the nation’s best websites 
to track state spending, for 
example, and last year, we 
adopted a new law to shine 
a brighter light on the quasi¬ 
government agencies that run 
our airports, libraries, health 
departments and public utili¬ 
ties. 

To continue that trend 
this year, I filed legislation 
that would increase financial 
reporting requirements for 
our schools and streamline 
the hiring of financial officers 
for school districts. This bill 
cleared the House Education 
Committee early last week 
and should be up for a vote 
in the full House soon. 

If this becomes law, it 
would have the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
become more involved in 
setting qualifications for 
school financial officers, and 
it would make sure the de¬ 
partment checks each school 
district’s finances annually 
and then make these reports 
easily accessible to the pub¬ 
lic. This bill also clarifies 
annual school board training 
requirements so they include 
information on ethics, school 
finances and superintendent 
evaluations. 

As that bill moves for¬ 
ward, another was filed last 
week to require state and 
local governments to notify 
Kentuckians if their personal 
information has been improp¬ 
erly released or stolen. In the 
wake of recent breaches like 
the one that affected Target, 
the need for this has become 
all too apparent, given the 
sensitive personal data our 
governments have. 

In addition to transpar¬ 
ency, a key topic last week 
in the House was an effort to 
give voters a chance in No¬ 
vember to decide whether 
most felons should have the 
right to vote after they serve 
their sentence, including 
probation and parole. This 
is automatic in nearly every 
other state, but here, it takes 
a formal petition to the gov¬ 


ernor. 

If this passes and vot¬ 
ers approve, this change 
would benefit an estimated 
180,000 citizens, although 
there would be some under¬ 
standable exceptions, such 
as convictions for murder or 
sexually related crimes like 
rape and sodomy. 

Although not a bill, the 
House took time last Tues¬ 
day to formally declare it be 
known as Kentucky Food 
Bank Day, which recog¬ 
nizes the fact that more than 
620,000 of our citizens rely 
on charitable food banks. 
Last year alone, our food 
pantries, soup kitchens and 
shelters provided an estimat¬ 
ed 44 million meals. 

This week, the highlight 
will be Governor Beshear’s 
presentation of his two-year 
budget and road plan. Al¬ 
though few details have been 
released as of this writing, 
Gov. Beshear did make a ma¬ 
jor announcement last week 
when he pledged to four-lane 
the remainder of the Bert T. 
Combs Mountain Parkway 
and extend it by the year 
2020 . 

If this can be done, it 
will ensure that a four-lane 
road will be available from 
the start of the Mountain 
Parkway near Winchester to 
Pikeville. This holds a lot 
of potential for a region that 
has been hit especially hard 
because of the economy and 
the decline in the coal indus¬ 
try. 

I will discuss the gov¬ 
ernor’s proposals more in- 
depth in next week’s column. 
For now, I want to thank 
those who have already tak¬ 
en the time to let me know 
their views about the issues 
in front of the General As¬ 
sembly.

Howdy Folks! Normally 
Brooksville would be 
hustling and bustling about 
at this time as buses and 
parents transport the children 
to school for these students 
to be greeted by the many 
teachers, but this Monday 
is set aside to celebrate Dr. 
Martin Luther King and 
things are pretty quiet around 
the office! Celebration of the 
national holiday of Martin 
Luther King Day is observed 
on the third Monday of 
January which is close to Dr. 
King’s birthday of January 
15 (1929). Throughout his 
life, Dr. King promoted 
peace as a pastor, activist, 
humanitarian and leader in 
the African-American Civil 
Rights Movement. His role 
in the advancement of civil 
rights using nonviolent civil 
disobedience based on his 
Christian beliefs set him 
apart from other leaders. 
He was assassinated in 
Memphis, Tennessee, on 
April 4, 1968, allegedly by 
James Earl Ray. As with 
many political leaders of that 
time, controversy, conspiracy 
and cover-up surrounded the 
circumstances of his death, 
but Dr. King’s “I Have A 
Dream” speech has remained 
one of the best written and 
delivered oratories of all time. 
May this beautiful Monday 
bring peace and happiness 
to each of you as we recall 
the life and times of Martin 
Luther King. 

Like so many of you, we 
were beginning to raise our 
family during the sixties and 
seventies and the events of 
that time make us appreciate 
the small community in which 
we lived! Our lives were 
somewhat protected in the 
confines of Bracken County’s 
boundaries and the serious 
violence of that historic era 
did not affect us as much as 
it did folks living in many 
parts of the country. Bracken

One item we wrote 
about several years ago 
will soon become a reality! 
Companies have been 
working to basically ‘un-bake 
the cake’ regarding plastics! 
One Oregon-based start-up 
company known as Agilyx 
says it has created a system 
that converts discarded plastic 
into crude oil by essentially 
cooking the plastics into 
a gas and condensing the 
vapor that can subsequently 
be converted into diesel, jet 
fuel and other substances! 
Roughly a gallon of gas can 
be squeezed out of seven to 
ten pounds of plastic and 
executives have suggested 
that a barrel of this crude oil 
could sell for $52 as opposed 
to the conventional crude oil 
which sells for $85 to $95 a 
barrel! This latest technology 
would be capable of turning 
40,000 pounds of plastic into 
130 barrels of oil in a day with 
increased production rates as 
the technology advances! 

In 1960 (back to the 
sixties!), the total municipal 
solid waste in the U.S. was 
88.1 million tons, while 
today’s 243 million tons a 
year continue to grow! Many 
companies have reincarnated 
virtually everything in the 
waste stream, but with two 
trillion pounds of plastic 
now sitting in landfills, it 
makes sense to manufacture 
discarded plastic into usable 
products! While there may 
not be much hope for the 
current land filled plastic, 
there’s plenty of plastic 
discarded each day that can 
soon be the source of your 
next tank of fuel! Please 
make a renewed effort to 
RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean green and beautiful!

Polar Vortex brings 
float and fly time on 
Kentucky reservoirs 

Meteorologists called 
the recent cold snap that sent 
air temperatures plummeting 
to subzero levels all over the 
Ohio Valley a “Polar Vortex.” 
Old timers used to call Arctic 
winds “severe cold fronts” or 
“freezes,” but Polar Vortex 
sounds much sexier. 

It froze the ground hard, 
burst water pipes, numbed fin¬ 
gers, increased heating bills 
and generally caused misery 
across Kentucky. 

The vortex also sucked the 
heat from Kentucky’s small- 
mouth reservoirs, sending 
water temperatures below the 
40 degree mark for a time, a 
rarity for most Kentucky win¬ 
ters. The water temperature at 
Burnside on Lake Cumberland 
on Jan. 10 read 39.4 degrees, 
according to the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers website. 
The water temps hovered in 
the low 40s on Laurel River 
Lake this past Monday. 

The shad and alewives 
that live in reservoirs such as 
Lake Cumberland, Dale Hol¬ 
low, Laurel River Lake and

lower Green River Lake don’t 
feel so good in water this cold. 
They twitch in stressful spasms 
and swim on their sides as they 
fight to survive winter’s stress. 
The recent extreme cold cre¬ 
ated made to order conditions 
for the float and fly presenta¬ 
tion. The colder the water, the 
better the presentation works. 

Smallmouth bass sus¬ 
pend in the water column over 
points, channel drops or along 
bluffs waiting to pick off win¬ 
ter-stressed baitfish in January 
and February on these lakes. 
Large female smallmouth bass 
must eat now to nourish the 
eggs growing inside them. 

“The small fly has enough 
action to trigger a response, 
but isn’t a huge energy invest¬ 
ment on the fish’s part,” said 
Jeff Ross, assistant director of 
fisheries for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It is a perfect imi¬ 
tation of a thermally stressed 
shad.” 

The float and fly presen¬ 
tation is a fun way to fish. It 
brings you back to the early 
days of fishing with an older 
relative, intently waiting for 
a bobber to disappear. You’ll 
need a spinning rod between 
8 and 11 feet long and a spin¬ 
ning reel with a good drag. 
Many manufacturers now of¬ 
fer affordable spinning rods of 
this length. 

The system employs 4- 
pound test line, but many float 
and fly enthusiasts use a spin¬ 
ning reel designed for heavier 
lines. The larger reel’s heavier 
weight helps better balance the 
long rod and the bigger spool 
grants much more line capaci¬ 
ty, imparting a little extra cast¬ 
ing distance. 

The term “fly” is a south¬ 
ern smallmouth angler expres¬ 
sion for a hair jig. A bucktail 
jig with a pork trailer is called 
a “fly and rind” in the upper 
South. The fly in the float and 
fly is a two-inch long, 1/16- to 
1/8-ounce jig dressed in either 
craft fur or duck feathers or a 
combination of both. The fly

is suspended anywhere from 
8- to 14-feet deep under a bob¬ 
ber. 

Some anglers use special¬ 
ly weighted foam bobbers de¬ 
signed to turn on their side if a 
fat suspended smallmouth en¬ 
gulfs the fly and doesn’t move, 
a common occurrence in win¬ 
ter. Others use a 7/8-inch pear- 
shaped hard plastic bobber, 
but these crack and become 
worthless if they strike shore¬ 
line rocks. A cracked bobber 
will slowly sink like a huge 
smallmouth engulfed the fly; 
a foam bobber that hits a rock 
just gets a dent and still floats. 

Many float and fly enthu¬ 
siasts spool their reels with 4- 
pound green monofilament or 
clear fluorocarbon line, attach 
a bobber and tie on a fly. Others 
use braided lines equivalent in 
size to 2-pound monofilament 
with a much higher breaking 
strength tied to a 3-way swiv¬ 
el. They tie a 4-pound fluoro¬ 
carbon leader to an open loop 
on the swivel, tie the fly to the 
leader and clip on a bobber to 
the other swivel loop. 

Proponents of this rigging 
believe the swivel and braided 
line grants more casting dis¬ 
tance and gives the fly more 
action. Those who prefer just 
line trust one knot over three. 
Plus, adjusting the depth of 
the fly is much easier with this 
method. 

Eight feet deep is a good 
depth to suspend the fly and 
adjust shallower or deeper 
as conditions dictate. Windy, 
overcast days call for a shal¬ 
lower fly depth while shim¬ 
mering, bright days may re¬ 
quire a depth up to 14 feet. 

Cast the fly to a main lake 
point, channel drop or bluff 
wall and let the bobber ride 
the waves and impart action 
on the lure. Employ an over¬ 
hand cast and allow the fly to 
hit the water on the back cast, 
providing slight resistance that 
increases casting distance. 

On calm days, shake the 
rod tip and make the bobber 
wink at you in place to impart 
action on the lure. The erratic 
movement is what fools the big 
smallmouth into thinking your 
fly is a winter stressed shad. 


Reel the offering in about 10 
feet and repeat. 

The small V-shaped coves 
are overlooked smallmouth 
lairs on these reservoirs. Cast 
the float and fly right into 
the middle of these coves as 
smallmouth often suspend 
right over the cut in the bottom 
that formed them. 

Craft hair jigs in combina¬ 
tions of sky blue, chartreuse, 
white and red work well for 
the float and fly, the blue and 
chartreuse combination works 
extremely well on Lake Cum¬ 
berland. Jigs tied with the 
flank feathers of a mallard 
duck combined with strands of 
pink, red or chartreuse crystal 
flash excel in colder water. 

Anglers often rub a petro¬ 
leum jelly based scent known 
as dope on the head of their 
flies. Some trim their craft hair 
jigs to follow the bend of the 
hook and liberally dope the 
entire fly until it looks like a 
stick in the water. This works 
especially well on sunny, clear 
days when winter smallmouths 
are most finicky. 

The float and fly out per¬ 
forms live bait when the small¬ 
mouth suspend in the coldest 
water of the year in mid-to 
late winter. The next six weeks 
will be the best time in several 
years to try it.

Denham’s school 
finance bill clears 
House panel 

A bill filed by State Rep. 
Mike Denham that would re¬ 
quire school financial reports 
from school districts and 
Kentucky’s Department of 
Education cleared the House 
Education Committee this 
week. 

Denham, D-Maysville, 
said House Bill 154 will en¬ 
sure transparency of Ken¬ 
tucky’s public school sys¬ 
tem finances and improve 
accountability of those who 
oversee the system. 

“When districts are look¬ 
ing at every possible avenue 
for maximizing revenue as 
they are today, it helps to 
have reporting mechanisms 
in place so that accurate in¬ 
formation is available,” said 
Denham. “The purpose of 
HB 154 is to assist financial 
officers and state educa¬ 
tion leaders in moving Ken¬ 
tucky’s schools forward.” 

A committee amendment 
to the legislation would re¬ 
quire certification of school 
finance officers and specify 
annual training requirements 
for school finance officers, 
school board members and 
superintendents. 

Additionally, an annual 
review of school district fi¬ 
nancial reports would be re¬ 
quired by the legislation. 

Rep. Mike Denham rep¬ 
resents the Kentucky House 
of Representatives ’ 70th Dis¬ 
trict which includes Brack¬ 
en, Fleming, Robertson, and 
Mason counties.

Farmer sentenced to 27 months 
for Misappropriating Funds 


Former Commissioner 
of the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Richard 
Dwight Farmer, Jr., was sen¬ 
tenced January 14, 2014 to 
27 months in federal prison 
and one year supervised re¬ 
lease for misappropriating 
public resources during his 
tenure in office. 

U.S. District Judge Greg¬ 
ory Van Tatenhove sentenced 
Farmer for theft from a pro¬ 
gram receiving federal funds. 
In addition to the prison term, 
Farmer will also be required 
to pay $120,500 in restitu¬ 
tion to the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and a special 
assessment of $200.00. 

Judge Van Tatenhove 
released Farmer on his own 
recognizance and ordered 
Farmer to report to prison to 
begin serving his sentence on 
March 18, 2014, at 1:00 p.m. 
At a later date, the Bureau 
of Prisons will determine to 
which prison Farmer will 
report. Farmer will have to 
serve at least 85 percent of 
his prison sentence. 

“We appreciate the 
Court’s thoughtful decision 
regarding Mr. Farmer’s sen¬ 
tence,” said U.S. Attorney 
Kerry B. Harvey. “This sad 
episode now concludes, but 
we hope that it sends a lasting 
message that neither political 
power nor celebrity places 
anyone above the law. The 
public has been well-served 
by the dedicated law enforce¬ 
ment officers and prosecutors 
who prepared and prosecuted 
this case - their commitment 
to the task is noteworthy and 
appreciated.” 

During his guilty plea 
in September 2013, Farmer 
admitted that he misappro¬ 
priated a total of $120,500, 
by hiring friends who didn’t 
perform work to justify their 
salaries and purchasing a 
number of items for his per¬ 
sonal use with Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
(KDA) funds. 

Specifically, Farmer ad¬ 
mitted that, in 2008, he used 
approximately $19,500 in 


KDA money to buy exces¬ 
sive gifts for a KDA spon¬ 
sored conference. Farmer 
purchased rifles, rifle cases, 
knives, and gift cards, pur¬ 
portedly for use at the con¬ 
ference; but he actually took 
the items for his own use. 
Farmer further acknowl¬ 
edged that, in both 2008 and 
2011, he misappropriated 
thousands of dollars in labor 
cost by putting friends on the 
public payroll, knowing they 
would perform little or no 
actual work for the KDA. 

Farmer was elected to 
two terms as Commissioner 
of Agriculture and was re¬ 
sponsible for the supervision 
and administration of the 
KDA from January 2004 un¬ 
til January 2012. 

Farmer was indicted by a 
federal grand jury in April of 
last year. 

Kerry B. Harvey, U.S. 
Attorney for the Eastern 
District of Kentucky, Per- 
rye Turner, Special Agent 
in Charge, FBI, and Jack 
Conway, Kentucky Attorney 
General, jointly announced 
the sentence on Tuesday, 
January 14. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the Kentucky 
Attorney General’s Office 
and the FBI. 

The case was prosecuted 
by Assistant U.S. Attorneys 
Kenneth R. Taylor and An¬ 
drew T. Boone, and trial at¬ 
torney Sean Mulryne with 
the Public Integrity Section 
of the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Justice.

Newport Aquarium an¬ 
nounced Saturday, January 
18, that Sweet Pea, the first 
shark ray to go on display in 
the Western Hemisphere, is 
pregnant - marking the first 
time a shark ray has become 
pregnant while in a controlled 
environment. 

This historical achieve¬ 
ment was made possible 
through Newport Aquarium’s 
revolutionary Shark Ray 
Breeding Program. Estab¬ 
lished in February 2007 with 
the introduction of an ex¬ 
tremely rare male shark ray 
named Scooter, the Shark Ray 
Breeding Program (SRBP) 
is not just about reproducing 
this prehistoric looking fish. 

“The goals of the program

go beyond breeding them. 
We’re striving to leam as 
much as we can about shark 
rays,” said Newport Aquari¬ 
um Animal Health Specialist 
Jolene Hannah, who has been 
studying hormones in the 
shark rays since the program’s 
inception. 

Shark rays (Rhina ancy- 
lostoma) are rare, distinctive 
fish from the Indo-Pacific re¬ 
gion. Feeding mostly on crabs 
and shellfish, they live near 
the coast and offshore reefs 
in tropical waters. Very little 
is known about this species 
that receives its name because 
their wide head area resem¬ 
bles a ray, while the rest of 
their body resembles a shark. 

“We are thrilled with this 
development,” said Mark 
Dvornak, general curator 
at Newport Aquarium and 
SRBP lead biologist. “The 
pregnancy is a testament to 
the hard work and dedication 
our husbandry and veterinary 
teams have given these many 
years to better understand 
these remarkable animals. 
Newport Aquarium is a leader 
in the husbandry of shark rays 
and we are often contacted 
by aquariums and zoos from 
around the world, seeking 
help with their shark rays.” 

After an ultrasound per¬ 
formed by Dr. Peter Hill and 
the Newport Aquarium hus¬ 
bandry staff confirmed her 
pregnancy on Jan. 8, Sweet 
Pea was taken off display and 
moved to an offsite facility in 
Northern Kentucky, where she 
will remain for the duration 
of the gestation period. The 
ultrasound equipment was 
on loan from the University 
of Cincinnati FETCHLAB in 
the College of Allied Health 
Sciences.

Dr. Hill speculates that 
Sweet Pea could give birth to 
around a half a dozen pups. 
However, Newport Aquarium 
biologists are tempering ex¬ 
pectations due to the unchar¬ 
tered territory of shark ray 
reproduction. 

“As excited as we are, 
there’s still a lot of work to 
do. There are many challenges 
and unknowns to overcome,” 
said Scott Brehob, who along 
with Jen Hazeres are the two 
biologists that take care of the 
shark rays on a daily basis. 

The World Conservation 
Union (IUCN) lists shark rays 
as vulnerable to extinction on 
its Red List of Threatened An¬ 
imals. Threats to shark rays 
include habitat destruction. 


pollution, overfishing and the 
use of their fins for products 
including shark fin soup. 

Upon Sweet Pea’s arrival 
at Newport Aquarium in June 
2005, there were just five in¬ 
stitutions in the world with 
shark rays. Today that num¬ 
ber has increased to 25 insti¬ 
tutions. 

Currently, Newport 
Aquarium has four total shark 
rays after the introduction of a 
second female shark ray, Sun¬ 
shine, in 2007 and a second 
male, Spike, in 2013.
